Volunteer group offers violators chance to right wrongs through restitution

witewas a scorching August afternoon on 


the Newport (55) Freeway, as Barbara Brave 


drove home from work in her new Acura 
Integra. : 

Brave, a secretary in the Psychology De- 
partment at Cal State Fullerton, had her 
window rolled down while maneuvering 
through a stretch of rush hour traffic. 

“Suddenly, I heard this loud ‘pop’,” Brave 
said. She looked over to the front passenger 


. pide-window. It was cracked — “fractured,” 


she said. 

The fir st thing that came to her mind was 
“sniper. 

“I saw the bullet hole and I knew some- 
body was shooting a gun,” she said. 

Sitting on top ofa roof, after running into 
the house for ice cream, a 14-year-old and 
his 12-year-old brother were shooting air- 
powered pellet guns at cars on the freeway 


‘near their rented home. 


Brave was their last target of the day, 
which began at 10:30 a.m. and concluded at 
5:20 p.m. — with a total of 11 hit victims. 

Although none of the motorists were in- 


. ah, 
jured and miraculously no accidents occur- 
red throughout the brothers’ shooting spree, 
there were several very angry motorists. 

A man driving-a-truck loaded with dirt 
had his front window shot out. “It was a 
good thing it wasn't a little old lady or some- 


one with a bad heart,” he said. “They would ~ 


have reacted differently and killed some- 
one.’ 

The brothers were charged with assault 
witha deadly weapon with intent to commit 
bodily. harm and taken into custody. They 
spent 38 days at juvenile hall. End of story. 
Case closed. 

Not quite. A year later, the boys’ case was 
referred to the Victim Offender Reconcilia- 
tion Program of Orange County (VORP), 
and they came face to face with the men 
and women whose cars they shot. . 

VORP, in. the city of Orange, is part of'a 
nationwide organization -funded by.--the 


charitable society of St. Vincent De Paul: 


that reconciles a victim of a crime with the 
offender. 

“The primary focus is.to make ‘the re- 
lationship right,” said Sister Cathy Vallejo, 
director of VORP. “We bring two parties— 
with a mediator — together, have them tell 


their side of the story and they agree upon 
the restitution.” 

The program is run primarily through vol- 
unteers — volunteer mediators, counselors, 
victims and offenders. 

VORP volunteers contact the victims of 
cases that have been referred to them by the 
Orange County Juvenile Justice System. 
They are given the choice to meet their offen- 
ders. Most often, the offenders have the 
choice of VORP or six months in jail. 2 

“The offenders must admit their guilt,” 

Vallejo said. “In our system, we don’t do re- 
habilitation. Offenders are locked up’ and 
they dont have to face the consequences of 
their actions. They don't pay back the vic- 
tim, the community.” & 

The “payback” may not necessarily be 
monetary. In one case involving a juvenile 
arsonist, he and the.victim agreed upon a 
contract where the juvenile had to work on 
the victim’s yard and visit a hospital burn 
unit. to see what may have been .the conse- 
quences of his actions. 

It is this type of creative, human interac- 
tion which attracts victims to VORP. 7 

In many ways, they receive answers to

According to Howard Zehr, co-founder of 
VORP in the United States, 86 percent of 
the victims nationally contacted have cho- 
sen to'méet their offenders. Between 80 and 
90 percent of the contracts agreed upon by 
vietim and offender are fulfilled. 

If the two parties cannot come to an agree- 
ment on restitution or the contract is not,
